His 
dedication to the liberation 
of the Philippines from the 
Colonial regime caused him 
to return to his native land 
and oa rendezvous with 
destiny. 

His qualities as a man have 
always been admired by all 
—including many far be- 
yond the Philippines — 
familar with them. His 
career has the halo of both 
a patriot and a martyr. 
Moreover, his intellectual 
gifts won for him a place 
among the great of his 
time. They were sustained, 
also by his grest religious 
faith. With this, too, went 
a deep compassion for the 
poor and needy. It is good 
at a time when hatred and 
class war huve become the 
imposed creed of some of 
the grent races of mankind 
dividing the nation and, 
even the family in crass 
¢ontradiction to tho inter-

The toll in the wreck of the crack Stras- 
bourg-Paris Express at Vitry-le-Francois, 
rose on Sunday night to 32 dead and 


at least 153 injured. 


It was one of the

Favouring the beirs was 5 
raft of depressing news: price 
culting in the copper, paper and 
steel industrics, government 
pressuro on the — giant corpora- 
tlons, notably General Electrle 
and other cloctrical equipment 
makers, and a levelling off in 
stec] production. 

One major cconomic-develop- 
ment apparently had no in- 
fluence in checking the decline: 
the Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported industrial production in 
May roso three per cent to a 
level only three percentage 
points below the all-thme peak. 
But with stock prices already so 
high, observers said, there was 
little left to discount. Housing 
starts also wore up, but this, 
too, was ignored. 

According to the Dow-Jones 
industrial average, which mea- 
sures a 30-stock sample of 
“quality” issues, the market sank 
a whopping 15.40 points to 
685.00, or just a hair above the 
former all-time peak broken 
with such difficulty carller. A 
break below this level on 
volume, some technicians sny, 
would bring trouble.

We are in 
1861 an affluend soclety with 
bad conditions of life for many 
of our people, chiefly old 
people.”
